Trains Crash Into Each Other

temptously Ignored their wishes.

HOW UNCLE SAM EMPLOYS HIS OF- 


FICIAL DETECTIVES. 


Hnntlnv Down Countrrfcltrrn Their 


Sprcl«lt>. lint Tliey Art- (itven Much 
El»e to Uo— Why Tliry Are Clioien 
to Guard tlie 1'realilelit. 
Tlie rcceut activity of secret Bcrvlcc 


jycnta In rouiullni; up llie uuurclilsu 
of the United Slates. KettliiK llBt.s of 
tliulr names and recording tliulr Uls- 
tories ilnuvs uttuntlon to tlie. fact that 
the duties of Beeret service men are 
many. 
The secret service, however, 


was organized solely with the view of 
BupprcHsIng the unlawful production 
of United States treasury notes and 
bonds. Little 'by little It became tlie 
ctistoui for the treasury department to 
"lend" Its men to other depurtuicntB 
until now they are employed In almost 
every conceivable way in ferreting out 
offenders against the federal laws. 


One of tlie added duties of the secret 


service is caring for the president. Near- 
ly ten years ago. after tlie Uomestcad 
strikes, a1 law was passed prohibiting 
the employment of private detectives by 
any branch of the government. As a re- 
sult officers have to be borrowed from 
the secret service when the president Is 
In need of a bodyguard. The Urst time 
that the service was called on for this 
work was in 1S'J."i. when there were ru- 
mors of a plot to capture tbe Cleveland 
children and hold them for ransom. 
There was a threat against the life of 
President Cleveland 111 case he declined 
to comply with the terms of tlie con- 
spirators or tried to have them cap- 
tured. At Mrs. Cleveland's request se- 
cret service men were at once assigned 
to guard the president. 


The great business of the secret serv- 


ice. however. Is the detection of coun- 
terfeiters and "green goods men." In 
this work the agents of the service are 
Indefatigable. It Is not the usual prac- 
tice to set an agent on tlie trail of one 
crime and keep him at It until the 
criminal Is found or the case given up. 
ns Is so often done by city detective 
forces. On the contrary, each secret 
service man. wherever lie may he. Is 
practically charged with the capture of 
every criminal In the land. He Is given 
the description of every counterfeiter. 
knows by heart the man's personal pe-

EARLY THIS MORNING; 


Discovery of the Flames and 


Prompt 
Action Prevent a 
Bad 


Conflagration — William Rowson 
Discovered Fire—Department Re- 
sponded Quickly—Damage Small 


A flre that v.-as fortunately extln- 


sulshed before It did any serious dam- 
ige. was discovered this 
morning 


ibcut 5:30 o'clock In the hall on the 
bird floor of tho hotel Myers. The 
orty or fifty guests and the employes 
•were at once aroused and lost no time 
seeking places of safety. 


The heavy smoke that filled the 


halls for a time gave the guests an 
Idea that a bad firo was In progress 
and they lost no time getting down to 
he ground floor many of them only 
ibont half clothed. 


Guest Tries to Extinguish Flames 
The fire was discovered 
by Mr. 


William Rowson. of .lames Howson &. 
Sens, city Imll contractors, who has 
a room on the south side of the hall, 
directly opposite the spot where the 
fire broke out. 
Ho was aroused by the 
smell or 


sraolce In his room and Jumped up to 
nvestlgate. 
When he opened his 


door a cloud of blinding smoke rush- 
ed In and he saw the walnscoatjng on 
the wall not over six feet away all 
on flrc. He slezed a pitcher of water 
and dashed It on, the flames, then se- 
cured another pitcher from the room 
across the hall and used that to stop 
he fire. He then rushed up and down 
•he hall arousing the guests and had 
to break In the door for one man who 
could not find the keyhole. 


During this time. Night Clerk Ed. 


KriiKer had smelled smoke and arous- 
ed Landlord Johnson, who told him to 
turn In an alarm at once, 'without 
waiting to see where the smoke came 
from. 
Accordingly a telephone mes- 


sage was sent to the East Side flre 
station and bos 28 was rung. The de- 
partment .turned out In short order 
and soon had several leads of hose 
laid ready for use. 
The 
flre 
was 


extinguished with chemicals and no 
water was thrown. 
Chief Spencer 


had the aerial ladder partly raised In 
order, to lose no time If it was needed. 


The flrc evidently started near a 


steam radiator about half way down 
the long hall on the Milwaukee street 
[rent and ran twards the east between 
the rafters under the flcor and up 
the wall near the steam, pipe. 
It had 


a good start when It was "discovered. 
• "The floor of the hall 
directly In 


front of the door to room 28. occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. F. E. 
Ranous. of 


Fond (lit Lac. was torn up and the 
Ire soon squelched. 


Origin of the Flre a Mystery. 


How tho blaze started is a mystery. 


It could hardly have come from the 
steam pipe, Which -runs-along about 
Tour Inches from the wall, for the rea- 
son that there was very little steam 
on at that time In the mornlr.g. 
It 


most likely caught from a 
lighted 


match or a cigarette stub, carelessly 
thrown Into a corner near the pipe. 


The floor was chopped up by 
the 


flrcmen In several places and the raft- 
ers and walnscoatlng somewhat char- 
red. 
One hundred and fifty, dollars 


will cover all the damage. 


Frightened Guests Breakfast Early 
The guests 
were 
all' 
pretty 


thoroughly scared and a majority ol 
them had breakfast shortly after six 
o'clock. 
They were all very thankful 


that they were not forced to run for 
their lives. 
Night 
Clerk 
Kruger 


went by the point where the flre was 
discovered about twenty minutes be- 
fore Mr. Rowson discovered it to he on 
flre and states positively that there 
was no flre about there at that time. 


Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Ranotis, who were 


In room 28. were right In the thick 
of the 
flre. 
They smcllcd 
smoke 


I/tit thought nothing of It 
Mr. Raw- 


son aroused them and they lost no 
time getting out. When they left 
the room the flames were 
coming 


through the floor by the door. 
The 


flre department'have It down 
fine 


when they can ring the number of the 
room in a hotel where the flre Is lo- 
cated. 
The room- at tho Myers was 


28 and the alarm at the East Side 
Engine house was 28.
